WILMINGTON - For 
Wilmington resident Patti 
Murray, and more than a

SWITCH TO 
A ROTH? WHEN? 


For years we've appreciated reg- 
ular IRAs that deferred taxes until 
we retired and took the money out 
But that cash is taxed as 
ordinary income.

called with the results of her 
breast biopsy and told her she 
had cancer. After recovering 
from her initial shock, she 
decided that she would not let 
the disease get her down, and 
that she would persist in liv- 
ing a normal life, while fight- 
ing back against the illness.

99% of Tech Students Pass MCAS

BILLERICA - Ninety-nine per- 
cent of Shawsheen Tech students 
passed the MCAS on the first try 
in 2008, in both English language 
arts and mathematics, 
Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School officials announced on 
‘Tuesday. 

The statewide average rate of 
passing the ELA MCAS is 96 per- 
cent while for math the statewide 
average is 91 percent. 

“The passing rates for both ELA 
and mathematics are the highest 
we have here and in my opinion, 
they will lead the state in voca- 
tional education,” said 
‘Superintendent Charles Lyons. 

Of those scores, 81 percent 
Scored in the advanced or profi- 
cient categories compared to a 
statewide average of 75 percent 
while 76 percent of Shawsheen 
students scored in same cate- 
gories for math, four points above 
the state average. 

Lyons had high praise for 
administrators, faculty and stu- 
dents in reaching this level of 
MCAS success. In a year when 
fifty percent of public schools in 
Massachusetts were identified for 
improvement due to increasing 
achievement targets, the Tech 
continued its path of the last 
seven to eight years of increasing 
achievement. 

Twenty-seven percent of 
Shawsheen Tech students that 
took the MCAS last spring were 
on Individual Education Plans, 
categorizing them as students 
with “special needs.” The school 
historically enrolls a special 
needs population between 25 to 28 
percent of a given class. Most stu- 
dents fall into the category of 
“specific learning disability,” 
which includes diagnoses like lan- 
guage based learning disorders, 
dyslexia, or auditory processing

deficiencies. 

Of the incoming freshman class 
of 335 students, 25 percent have 
IEPs. The local high schools from 
the districts that send students to 
the Shawsheen Tech - Bedford, 
Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, 
and Wilmington - typically enroll 
less than 10 percent of students 
on IEPs, according to Lyons. 

The high number of students on 
TEPs means the class has a sub- 
group for students with disabili- 
ties. Within that subgroup, the 
tech reached Adequate Yearly 
progress for both Math and 
English Language arts, though 
passing lower percentages than 
the non-disabled group. 81 per- 
cent of disabled students passed 
ELA and 68 percent passed the 
math, both up substantially over 
four years. 

The achievement is perhaps 
even more remarkable in so 
much as students spend only half 
their time in a traditional class- 
room setting. Every other week is 
designated a “shop week” and 
students do homework for acade- 
mic classes independently. 

Academic Director, Dr. Robert 
Kanellas, attributes the success 
of Shawsheen Tech in part to 
homogenous groupings for math 
and English classes. By placing 
students with similar abilities 
together the faculty finds that the 
students receive a challenging 
and engaging sroom that 
enables success. 

All students take a placement 
test prior to matriculating in the 
fall. Over the summer teams of 
teachers work to understand the 
strengths and weaknesses of each 
learner and make placements 
that engender success. Honors 
English students are grouped 
together, College prep students 
are grouped together, both with 
higher student to teacher ratios, 
18 to 1 and 28 to 1. But for those 
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readers entering at a fifth grade 
reading level, their classroom 
would have a lower ratio of 5 to 1, 
and likely an aide in the class- 
room too. 

This approach has seen vast 
improvement in student perfor- 
mance over the years. Consider 
MCAS scores in 2001. In 2001, 71 
percent scored in the Needs 
Improvement and Failure catego- 
ry in English Language Arts. For 
2008, that number is down to just 
18 percent with only 1 percent in 
the failure category. In Math, 
2001 scores were 81 percent in 
Needs Improvement and Failure. 
Now that number is just 23 per- 
cent, again with only 1 percent in 
failure. 

Kanellas says the faculty and 
administration learned to place 
greater emphasis on writing and 
making mathematics more acces- 
sible, tangible even, to students 
that often have experiential and 
kinesthetic learning styles. 

“Resources, ratios, and rigor,” 
says Kanellas, describing the 
‘Tech's formula for success, which 
give faculty the ability to pay 
attention to the individual needs 
of the students. 

Through the process of precise- 
ly placing students, faculty can 
identify if the most appropriate 
access point for each student to 
enter the curriculum continuum, 
says Lyons. As such, the school 
remains true to its mission of 
integrating vocational-technical 
and academic curricula with stu- 
dent aptitude, achievement, and 
skills “to prepare students to 
begin adult life and careers 
immediately and independently.” 

“Students feel like winners 
here,” said Lyons. “This was 
accomplished through the dedica- 
tion, due diligence, and centinu- 
ous hard work by faculty and stu- 
dents alike.”"0 


New medical procedure provides answer for those silently suffering 


WILMINGTON - Many women 
suffer silently with “problem 
periods” that wake them in the 
night, disrupt their daily lives, 
and even interfere with the way 
they are able to interact with 
their children, but one local 
woman wants everyone to know 
that a solution could be as near 
as their local doctor's office. 

Menorrhagia, or excessive 
menstrual bleeding, is a condi- 
tion that affects more than 10 
million women in the United 
States. Previously, the only 
solutions to significantly 
reduce or end periods were the 
drastic measures of hormone 
therapy or expensive surgical 
options, but Wilmington wresi- 
dent Donna McDonald found an 
alternative that has changed 
her life and the lives of many 
other women. 

The procedure, called 
endometrial ablation, is FDA- 
approved, performed in an out- 
patient setting and available in 
Massachusetts. The procedure 
permanently removes the uter- 
ine lining that produces men- 
strual bleeding. 

McDonald is a nurse at Beth 
Israel Deaconess Women’s 


Health in Lexington. For the 
last two years she has been 
assisting OB/GYN Dr. Mare 
Kobelin who offers the 
NovaSure System, an endome- 
trial ablation technique, to 
women who have completed 
child-bearing and also suffer 
with excessive monthly cycles. 

McDonald suffered silently 
for more than a year, but in her 
work saw women whose lives 
were changed because of the 
procedure. After hearing many 
patients rave about the proce- 
dure, she finally decided she 
could not let her medical condi- 
tion affect her career or family 
life any longer. In May of 2008 
McDonald the nurse became 
the patient for what she 
described as a pain free 
NovaSure procedure. 

The NovaSure procedure is a 
quick, safe, simple, one-time 
endometrial ablation treat- 
ment. This minimally invasive 
procedure controls heavy 
bleeding by using energy to 
remove the lining of the uterus. 
No pretreatment drugs are 
required and NovaSure can be 
performed in the hospital or in 
a doctor's office. Without the 
side effects of hormones or the 
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risks of hysterectomy, 
NovaSure has a quick recovery 
time, Most women experience 
no pain after the procedure, 
and can return to work and reg- 
ular activities the next day. 

The procedure: 

1. The doctor slightly dilates 
the patient’s cervix and inserts 
a slender wand through the 
cervix into the uterus. 

2. The doctor extends the tri- 
angular mesh device through 
the wand, and it expands to 
conform to the dimensions of 
the uterine cavity. 

3. Electrical energy is deliv- 
ered into the uterus for an aver- 
age of approximately 90 sec- 
onds, 

4. The triangular mesh device 
is retracted back into the wand 
and removed from the uterus. 

Dr. Kobelin explained that 
success rates with NovaSure 
are high, with 97 percent of 
women experiencing a signifi- 
cant reduction in bleeding and 
almost two-thirds becoming 
period-free after treatment, 
according to the American 
Journal of Obstetrics & 
Gynecology, November 2004. 

Now, McDonald is so thrilled 
that the patients in Dr. 
Kobelin’s practice shared their 
mq CAPerience with her that she 
wants to share her story with 
other women so that no woman 
will have to suffer in silence. 

McDonald said NovaSure is a 
very hands-on company that 
sends a representative to every 
procedure to assist the physi- 


cians and ensure quality ser- 


vice. The medical procedure 
was completely covered by her 
insurance. 

“I wish more women knew 
about this and did not have to 
suffer,” said McDonald.

Dottie says she loves this

% cup real butter 

1 pint (2 cups) heavy whip- 
ping cream 

1 tsp minced garlic 

salt and pepper to taste 

1 dash cayenne pepper 

2/3 cup fresh Romano cheese 

1 Ib box fettuccine noodles 

chopped fresh parsley—for 
garnish, optional 


In a 2quart saucepan over 
medium-low heat, melt butter. 
Add cream, garlic and salt and 
peppers. Simmer for 20-30 min- 
utes, stirring constantly, until 
thick. Remove sauce from heat 
and stir in cheese. Do not heat 
sauce after cheese has been 
added.

Place chicken between two 
large sheets of plastic wrap.

Mix 1 tablespoon but- 
ter and 1 % tablespoons flour in 
small bowl until smooth. Place 
additional flour in a shallow 
baking dish.

RMLB Response to Soli 9-18-08 Letter 


As Chairman of the Reading 
Municipal Light Board, I feel I 
must write in response to the 
September 18, 2008 letter of 
Robert Soli, one of my fellow 
Commissioners. Mr. Soli urges 
customers of the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(“RMLD") to ask the Board to 
overturn our recent decision to 
increase our electric rates. 
While his letter is confusing, it 
appears that Mr. Soli believes 
that the residential rates that 
we approved are excessive. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Soli’s let- 
ter is inaccurate, and leaves out 
several important facts. I wish 
to clarify the record by pre- 
senting those facts. 

* The RMLD has not raised 
its base rates since 1993. In 
fact, in 2003, we decreased 
them. While fuel and pur- 
chased power costs have 
increased, we have not 
increased the rates that sup- 
port the poles, wires, and sub- 
stations within the RMLD ser- 
vice territory in 15 years. 

* The RMLD hired Virchow 
Krause, a professional consult- 
ing firm with a great deal of 


experience, to perform a Rate 
Study to determine what our 
rates should be. 

* The Rate Study is based on 
the 2009 Budget, which was 
unanimously approved RMLD 
Board of Commissioners, 
including Mr. Soli. 

* The recommendations of the 
Rate Study were reviewed and 
accepted by RMLD technical 
staff. 

* A Committee consisting of 
two Light Board 
Commissioners held several 
meetings to review and analyze 
the results of the Rate Study, 
and voted unanimously to rec- 
ommend to the RMLD Board of 
Commissioners to accept the 
results. Although not a mem- 
ber of the Committee, Mr. Soli 
did, in fact, attend these meet- 
ings, along with other 
Commissioners not on the 
Committee. 

* On August 20, 2008, the 
Citizen's Advisory Board 
(“CAB”), an advisory commit- 
tee of five citizens representing 
each of the four towns the 
RMLD serves, voted unani- 
mously to accept the results of

Community Service a heck of a lot more than BINGO

TEWKSBURY - Community 
Teamwork Incorporated will 
honor The St. William's Men’s 
Club, an institution of commu- 
nity spirit in Tewksbury for 45 
years, in October as one of 
CTI’s Local Heroes. 

Begun in 1963 the group 
formed primarily to raise 
money for the church, initially 
through BINGO nights. The 
group has added more 
fundraisers to the mix over the 
years, contributing financially 
to the maintenance and 
upgrading of the St. William’s 
facilities, but also donating 
money to worthwhile groups 
around town. 

More than that, though, the 
Men's Club has been a fixture 
in the community for 45 years 
going well beyond the church- 
yard of St. Williams. The St. 
William's Men's Club, which 
has quite a few women mem- 
bers these days, reaches into 
many parts of the Tewksbury 
community to lend a helping 
hand. 

Community Teamwork 
Incorporated of Lowell, will 
recognize the St. William's 
Men's Club as one of eight 
groups and individuals recog- 
nized for their extensive work 
within the community. 2008 
marks the 15th annual evening 
of local heroes, which will be 


held at Lenzi’s in Dracut on 
October 22 from 6-9 pm. Over 
those 15 years CTI has honored 
between 110 and 120 other indi- 
viduals and organizations 
through a public nominations 
process, 

Elizabeth Carey nominated 
the Men's Club, with a little 
help from her husband, Warren 
says Sharon Shelton, 
spokesperson for CTI. Shelton 
says Carey spoke for many in 
the Tewksbury community 
when she described all the 
work the group does and the 
reach it has in the community. 

In a_ statement released 
Wednesday, Shelton wrote, 
“Since the early 1980s, the St. 
William's Men's Club has been 
an integral partner with the 
town of Tewksbury and the 
other parishioners of St. 
William's, to build a strong 
community and help local resi- 
dents in need. Among their 
many services have been 
fundraisers to help children in 
the Department of Social 
Services foster care program, 
donations for and assistance 
with the town’s community 
food pantry and ongoing sup- 
port for vital town functions, 
programs and services.” 

Jerry Selissen, a current 
Tewksbury selectman, calls 
himself a rookie. He’s only 
been a member of the Men’s 


Club for 25 years. 

The group participates in 
many civic activities in town 
through volunteerism, 
fundraising, and donations, 
The Men’s Club helped orga- 
nize ‘Tewksbury’s . 250th 
Anniversary parade and cele- 
bration and that’s when 
Selissen became involved with 
the group 25 years ago. 

The Men's Club has helped 
produce the Memorial Day 
Parade, well before it was 
taken out of the municipal bud- 
get, helping to line up people 
for the annual event. Likewise, 
the group always participated 
heavily in Fourth of July activ- 
ities in the past. Before optical 
scanners, the Men’s Club 
helped Town Clerk Elizabeth 
Carey count votes in elections, 

Further, at Christmastime the 
guild raises money for the 
Department of Social Services 
(DSS) to purchase gifts for fos- 
ter children. Last year the 
group even hosted a yard sale, 
which raised a handsome sum. 

This year they are back to 
their famous Spaghetti Supper, 
which typically raises about, 
$3,000, and yes, the men cook 
it. Well, most of it. Roughly 120- 
130 hungry diners attend the 
dinners, which are held in the 
Parish Center at St. Williams.

Pushcart Café for the salad to 
accompany the dinner. Further, 
the group serves bread and 
Italian cookies from local bak- 
ery Mirabella’s. The Men’s 
Club pays for all the food for 
the fundraiser and will 
obtained a one-day beer and 
wine license just for the event.

With households in New 
England expected to pay 
nearly $2 per gallon more for 
heating oil when compared to 
last winter, many families 
simply will be unable to 
afford to heat their homes in 
the coming months. Of the 
more than 8.5 million 
American households that 
use home heating oil, 2.5 mil 
lion of them - nearly 30 per- 
cent - are located in the six 
New England states alone. 

"The rele; of these 
remaining contingency funds 
will help cushion the impact 


of out-of-control home heat- 
ing prices on vulnerable poor, 
elderly, and disabled popula- 
tions, whose fixed incomes 
cannot keep pace with the 
increasing cost of heating 
their homes," said 
Congresswoman Niki 
‘Tsongas. "Skyrocketing ener- 
gy prices are already forcing 
working families to make dif- 
ficult sacrifices, and without 
access to additional home 
heating assistance, many will 
have their personal safety 
and well being put in jeop- 
ardy. The release of these 
contingency funds is a step in 
the right direction, but addi- 
tional funding will be neces- 
sary for the coming winter. 
That is why I have recently 
requested that the House 
include an additional $500 
million for home heating 
assistance as part of a second 
economic stimulus package." 
The National Energy 
Assistance Director's 
Association (NEADA) report- 
ed earlier this summer that 
more than 15 million house- 
holds nationwide are current- 
ly facing utility shutoffs 
because they simply cannot 
afford to pay their energy 
bills, an increase of nearly 
15% from a year ago.

READING - The disagree- 
ment between one Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) Commissioner and 
his fellow board members ven- 
tured off the pages of local 
newspapers and into the public 
arena last night, as both sides 
verbally stated their cases at a 
Reading Board of Selectmen 
meeting. 

The disagreement stems from 
a 41 vote the RMLD 
Commissioners recently took 
to raise its base rate for the 
first time since 1993. The rates 
will go into effect on October 1. 
General Manager Vinnie 
Cameron has stated the 
increase is due to increased 
high voltage’ transmission 
charges, higher operating 
costs, the need to replace aging 
equipment and the addition of 
an energy _ conservation 
charge. 

Residential customers are 
expected to see a 4.5 percent 
increase in their rate charges, 
while commercial customers 
will see a jump of nearly 4 per- 
cent. An RMLD residential 
customer using 750 kilowatt 
hour (kWh) monthly will see 
an average increase of $4.51. 
Commercial customers using 
7,300 kWh with a demand of 25 
kW monthly will see an aver- 
age increase of $45.66. 

RMLD Commissioner Robert 
Soli was the lone dissenting 
vote against raising the rates, 
and in a letter published last 
week in the Reading Daily 
Times Chronicle he urged resi- 
dents to ask the 
Commissioners to overturn

their decision. 

“Reading Light 
Commissioners recently voted 
a rate increase that over- 
charges residential customers 
$1,000,000 annually and schools 
$250,000. I urge Reading resi- 
dents to ask the light board to 
overturn their actions and to 
enact fair rates instead,” wrote 
Soli last week. “One example is 
the billing for very low-cost 
electricity available exclusive- 
ly for residents — the cumber- 
some RMLD process gives 
more than $200,000 of excessive 
costs for residential customers. 
Another, while half of the 
meter-reading shifts read the 
Commercial and Industrial 
electric meters, these cus- 
tomers are assessed only 27% 
of that cost Accounting 
department and MIS charges 
are also excessively charged to 
residential customers.” 

Yesterday, the four 
Commissioners who voted in 
favor of the rate increase 
responded in print with a letter 
of their own, writing, “At the 
RMLD, the Board and the staff 
recognize the need to keep 
rates as low as possible, while 
maintaining high levels of reli- 
ability and customer service. 
The new rates that we have 
approved are fair and equitable 
to all residential, commercial 
and industrial customers, and 
are based upon standard indus- 
try methods. Mr. Soli’s argu- 
ment would result in unbal- 
anced rates to the detriment of 
the commercial and industrial 
customers. The increase at 
issue here is expected’ to be 
around $2.00 per month for a 
residential customer with aver- 
age usage. After 15 years, I do 
not find this level of increase to 
be excessive,” wrote RMLD 
Chairman Richard Hahn in the 
letter which was also signed by 
the three remaining RMLD 
Commissioners. 

Last night, both Soli and 
Hahn attended the Reading 
Board of Selectmen meeting at 
Town Hall, and both spoke dur- 
ing the public comment portion 
of the session. 

“Just yesterday I learned of a 
new problem - that the fuel 
charge for residents has a dou- 
ble-billing problem,” said Soli. 
“This double-billing  over- 
charged residential customers 
more than $138,000 in July. 
Another problem is that some 
of the new rates are far below 
the RMLD’s cost - for instance 
a $7.90 demand rate for indus- 
trial customers for an item 


that costs the light department 
more than $13.00. I would wel- 
come the chance to show the 
details regarding these prob- 
lems to an impartial town body 
concerned with finances, like 
the Finance Committee.” 

Hahn then took the opportuni- 
ty to publicly respond to Soli’s 
statements. 

“We disagree with some of 
the statements just made,” 
said Hahn. “It’s unfortunate 
that this has reached this level 
of public debate. Our rates are 
not unfair to residential cus- 
tomers. This is an allocative 
process, that follows along 
industry practices regarding 
setting rates for utilities. We 
want to be fair to everybody.” 

Following the statements, the 
Reading Selectman took the 
opportunity to question Hahn 
and RMLD General Manager 
Vin Carmeron, who was also in 
attendance last night, regard- 
ing the rate increase. 

Cameron explained that 
almost half of the increases 
represent higher transmission 
charges outside RMLD's distri- 
bution system, while the other 
half represents other operating 
costs, including RMLD distrib- 
ution system improvements in 
Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield. 

The energy conservation 
charge will collect expenses 
only related to RMLD’s energy 
efficiency activity, demand 
side management and other 
energy conservation measures. 
There is also an increase of 
$.003 per kWh, which accounts 
for higher generation and 
transmission charges incurred 
over the past year. 

RMLD's transmission costs 
will increase $2.3 million in 
2009 to pay for the construction 
of a new transmission line 
throughout New England. 
Fiscal year 2009 Purchased 
Power Adjustment (PPA) is 
projected to be $.0032 per kWh. 

A new school rate created for 
educational _ facilities in 
RMLD's service territory will 
be based on the existing com- 
mercial rate with an adjust- 
ment for the 2008 PPA. 

Soli ended his discussion by 
urging residents to attend 
tonight's meeting of the RMLD 
Commissioners (7:30 p.m., at 
RMLD headquarters at 230 
Ash Street), to ask the 
Commissioners, in person to 
“overturn their actions and 
enact fair rates.”

Cameron has stated the 
increase is due to increased 
high voltage’ transmission 
charges, higher operating 
costs, the need to replace aging 
equipment and the addition of 
an energy conservation 
charge. 

Residential customers are 
expected to see a 4.5 percent 
increase in their rate charges, 
while commercial customers 
will see a jump of nearly 4 per- 
cent. An RMLD residential 
customer using 750 kilowatt 
hour (kWh) monthly will see 
an average increase of $4.51. 
Commercial customers using 
7,300 kWh with a demand of 25 
kW monthly will see an aver- 
age increase of $45.66. 

RMLD Commissioner Robert 
Soli was the lone dissenting 
vote against raising the rates, 
and in a letter published last 
week in the Reading Daily 
Times Chronicle he urged resi- 
dents to ask the

overturn their actions and to 
enact fair rates instead,” wrote 
Soli last week. “One example is 
the billing for very low-cost 
electricity available exclusive- 
ly for residents — the cumber- 
some RMLD process gives 
more than $200,000 of excessive 
costs for residential customers. 
Another, while half of the 
meter-reading shifts read the 
Commercial and Industrial 
electric meters, these cus- 
tomers are assessed only 27% 
of that cost. Accounting 
department and MIS charges 
are also excessively charged to 
residential customers.” 

Yesterday, the four 
Commissioners who voted in 
favor of the rate increase 
responded in print with a letter 
of their own, writing, “At the 
RMLD, the Board and the staff 
recognize the need to keep 
rates as low as possible, while 
maintaining high levels of reli- 
ability and customer service. 
The new rates that we have 
approved are fair and equitable 
to all residential, commercial 
and industrial customers, and 
are based upon standard indus- 
try methods. Mr. Soli’s argu- 
ment would result in unbal- 
anced rates to the detriment of 
the commercial and industrial 
customers. The increase at 
issue here is expected to be 
around $2.00 per month for a 
residential customer with aver- 
age usage. After 15 years, I do 
not find this level of increase to 
be excessive,” wrote RMLD 
Chairman Richard Hahn in the 
letter which was also signed by 
the three remaining RMLD 
Commissioners. 

Last night, both Soli and 
Hahn attended the Reading 
Board of Selectmen meeting at 
‘Town Hall, and both spoke dur- 
ing the public comment portion 
of the session. 

“Just yesterday I learned of a 
new problem - that the fuel 
charge for residents has a dou- 
ble-billing problem,” said Soli. 
“This double-billing _over-

Hahn then took the opportuni- 
ty to publicly respond to Soli’s 
statements. 

“We disagree with some of 
the statements just made,” 
said Hahn.

Our rates are 
not unfair to residential cus- 
tomers. This is an allocative 
process, that follows along 
industry practices regarding 
setting rates for utilities, We 
want to be fair to everybody.” 

Following the statements, the 
Reading Selectman took the 
opportunity to question Hahn 
and RMLD General Manager 
Vin Carmeron, who was also in 
attendance last night, regard- 
ing the rate increase. 

Cameron explained that 
almost half of the increases 
represent higher transmission 
charges outside RMLD's distri- 
bution system, while the other 
half represents other operating 
costs, including RMLD distrib- 
ution system improvements in 
Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield. 

The energy conservation 
charge will collect expenses 
only related to RMLD's energy 
efficiency activity, demand 
side management and other 
energy conservation measures. 
There is also an increase of 
$.003 per kWh, which accounts 
for higher generation and 
transmission charges incurred 
over the past year.

WILMINGTON - During a rou- 
tine Board of Selectmen meeting 
the topic of pig related odors got 
a few viewers in the gallery hot 
under the collar. After 
Wilmington Health Director Greg 
Erickson spoke to Selectmen 
about Krochmal Farm, residents, 
and for the first time, Krochmal 
owner John Cave also spoke out. 

“We are trying to do our best,” 
said John Cave Sr, owner of 
Krochmal Farm and a farmer for 
40 years, before apologizing to 
those in attendance. “I don’t 
blame people for being aggravat- 
ed. I'm aggravated. We're aware 
of it and we're hoping to have it 
under control shortly.” 

Cave said, contrary to informa- 
tion reported through the 
‘TewkSbury Board of Health, that 
the farm has not increased their 
hog population, but rather 
decreased it over the. years from 
5,000 in the 1980's, to 2000 in the 
late 1990s to a present number of 
roughly 800 pigs. 

“If doesn't matter if you have 
five pigs. I've been a resident for 
34 years and now our clear air is 
being violated,” said John 
Donoghue. “The last three to four 
years it’s getting worse.” 

The Cave family has not spoken 
out publicly on the issue until 
how, preferring to speak only at 
Board of Health meetings in 


TRY, on the advice of legal 
counsel. 

Cave told residents, after resi- 
dents expressed concern about 
the safety of the new building on 
the property to house the pigs, 
that the building is safe and that 
it has drains all around it. Cave 
also rejected the idea that 
Krochmal is a factory farm. Jan 
Cave stated that factory farms 
have more than 2,500 pigs and 
have large lagoons to discharge 
animal waste. 

David Powers, creator of the 
TewksburyOdor.org website, also 
attended the meeting and said 
that the finisher building 
Krochmal uses to house the ani- 
mals is large enough to hold more 
than 1,000 pigs and meets other 
aspects for a CAFO. Still, the 
problem is deeper, indicated 
Powers. 

“It doesn’t change the fact that 
hundreds of people are having 
trouble living their lives. This 
could have been negotiated with 
the neighborhood,” said Powers. 
“Its only about people trying to 
use their own yards; that’s all its 
ever been about. I don’t like that 
my neighbors hate my guts. I'm 
only trying to show the truth.” 

Amid calls of appreciation and 
thanks for Mr. Powers from mem- 
bers of the gallery most also 
reached out to the family to reit- 
erate a point made for more than 
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Krochmal Farm Speaks Out 


Owner apologizes, speaks of changes to come 


a year: no one wants to see the 
farm close its doors. 

The Crier could not indepen- 
dently confirm a definition of fac- 
tory farm. According to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, Concentrated Animal 
Feeding Operations (CAFOs), are 
animal feeding operations (AFO) 
with more than 1,000 animals at 
the facility. Also, EPA may clas- 
sify AFOs as CAFOs if they house 
300 or moré confined animals and 
discharge pollution directly or 
indirectly into a body of water. 

A resident spoke up to 
Selectmen, thanking them for 
looking at the issue, expressing 
his desire to get his “deck back 
and have a steak with the kids.” 

“The stench is disgusting. I've 
had parties cancelled,” said Ellen 
Pearlstein to selectmen. “The 
health of our children is at risk. 
Are we going to wait until it’s too 
late?” 

Cave, when he appeared incred- 
ulous that the odor could be 
affecting recess for children at a 
school in Wilmington, prompted a 
response from Superintendent of 
Schools Joanne Benton. 

“The odor at the North 
Intermediate School is bad 
enough that we are not sending 
kids outside everyday,” said 
Benton. “And the smell has 
increased this past year.” 

Cave told Selectmen about a 


new system that he and his son, 
John, traveled to Maryland to 
learn about. The system, which 
operates like a sprinkler system 
in a warehouse, is designed to cut 
the Ph value in the manure hold- 
ing tank by 8 percent by spray- 
ing every four hours and “neu- 
tralizing everything.” 

Purchasing the system will cost 
roughly $65,000 initially, plus 
monthly expenses of over $1,000. 
The Caves told Selectmen that 
they hope the process will take 
about two to three weeks and that 
they will keep the Board of 
Health apprised of what is going 
on. 

“I'm pleased he’s trying to 
address it,” said Benton following 
the meeting 

Selectmen asked Erickson to 
appear at the meeting to update 
them on what the Board of 
Health is doing regarding the 
high volume of complaints 
received about the odor. Erickson 
explained that while the farm 
seems to have grown in size in 
recent years and erected a large 
building to house the animals 
without a permit from 
Tewksbury, Wilmington has little 
influence or ability to affect 
activities that happen in another 
town and the pig operations occur 
within Tewksbury town lines. 
However, the smell wafts well 
beyond. political borders, affect 


Digital broadcasting: Are you ready? 


Spring Town Clean-up this Saturday

WILMINGTON - February 17, 
2009 marks the start of televi- 
sion broadcasting in digital for- 
mat instead of the current ana- 
log broadcasts, Are you ready? 

Jane Lyman, the Senior 
Manager of Government and 
Community Relations for 
Comcast addressed the 
Selectmen Monday evening to 
describe the transition process 
and the steps residents need to 
take to be prepared for 
February 17. Although she 
described the process for 
Comcast consumers, the same 
procedures would also be rele- 
vant for other service 
providers. 

The Federal Government has 
mandated the conversion from 
analog to digital broadcast and 
will utilize the additional ana- 
log signals to enhance commu- 
nication for emergency service 
providers such as police and 
fire. The transition will impact 
all residents who currently 
have analog televisions that are 
not connected to a pay service 
such as cable or satellite. 

Lyman explained that if resi- 
dents have cable or other ser- 
vices such as satellite, they will 
see no impact. If they have a 
television that is connected but 
others that are not, they will 
need to either connect the 
remaining televisions to a ser- 
vice or purchase a converter 
box for each television. 

Residents that utilize a 
rooftop antenna will need to do 
one of three things: First, they 
could buy a converter box. 
Second, they could subscribe to 
cable or another service 
provider. Third they could pur- 
chase a new digital television 
and connect it to an antenna. 

Anyone interested in purchas- 
ing a converter box can call 1- 
800-DTV-2009 or visit the web- 
site www.dtv2009.gov for infor- 
mation about receiving a $40.00 
coupon to put toward the cost of 
the converter, Coupons expire 
within 90 days and residents 
may not apply for another one 
if their first one expires. There 
is a limit of two converter box 
coupons per household for the

“Kids have to start to disci- 
pline themselves at some point,” 
says Doucette Field site manag- 
er Bob McCabe. “There are kids 
in many communities that are 
out of control. Here, in 
‘Tewksbury, once you are in the 
park, you can’t leave and come 
back. Kids can’t go out and grab 
a beer from somewhere. Once 
you leave, you are gone.” 

That's about all school offi- 
cials can do, with the help from 
a regular six-officer police pres- 
ence, when students are on 
‘Tewksbury school property. 

McCabe gets help from the vet- 
eran coach and Tewksbury 
sports fart Leo DiRocco, who has 
the title of ‘security’, but is real- 
ly a lifelong, involved Redmen 
parent and grandparent. A title 
means nothing if you don't walk- 
the-walk-as-you-talk-the talk 
that includes ‘doing-the- right- 
thing” DiRocco does all of the 
above, and a lot more in 
‘Tewksbury. 

“We have never had an inci- 
dent on this field,” says McCabe 
as he watches senior Joel 
Altavesta score on a 70-yard 
touchdown run against 
Wakefield late in Saturday's 
non-league game. 

A another veteran Tewksbury 
coach looks at the high school 
partying issue as one that 
should be dealt with mainly by 
the student-body, Varsity soccer 
coach Steve Levine is a 
Tewksbury High School sports 
booster who has obviously cho- 
sen not to look the other way. 

“Students should be held 
responsible for their actions,” 
said Levine urday. “They 
know what they are not sup- 
posed to do on school property, 
yet they still do it. When some- 
thing bad happens, if kids get a 
slap on the wrist, they go back 
and do it again. Most of the par- 
ents care, but you have got to 
cut the cord sometime, and let 
the kids learn to make their own 
right decisions, What they did at 
Lincoln-Sudbury is not really a 
feasible idea.

The parents could get their kids 
into the game and then leave. 
Then, the kids drink again and 


get another slap on the wrist.” 

Tewksbury High School foot- 
ball parent Ron Wallace sees the 
LS action as something that had 
to be done to point out the prob- 
lem, at least temporarily. “It 
was good to’ see that the admin- 
istration there did something. 
There are a lot of places that 
would have done nothing. They 
will probably look at the situa- 
tion again and come up with 
another plan. The kids will not 
want to go to the games because 
they don’t want the parents to 
go with them 

Wallace, like many of the 
TMHS sports’ parents, is a 
founding member of the ‘do-the- 
right-thing or you will hear 
about it from me directly’ soci- 
ety. 

Wilmington High School 
Director of Athletics Ed 
Harrison has been leading a 
model of Friday night student 
body behavior for nine years. 
The Wildcats are big winners on 
the field and in the stands. 
Wilmington has four police on a 
paid detail from 6 p.m. until well 
after the game ends. The park: 
ing lot, traffic flow, ticket gate, 
and even Harrison's position 
near the end-zone flag pole are 
micro-managed. Two or three 
Wilmington police officers often 
show up during the game, and 
there. are bike patrols. Ticket 
takers man two and sometimes 
three entrances when there are 
crowds that go from 1,000 to 
close to 2,000 fans depending on 
the Wilmington opponent, 
according to Harrison. Ticket 
sales stop at halftime. Most 
nights Harrison's biggest con 
cern is the mad middle-school 
dash of future Wildcat football 
stars in the end-zone near the 
‘block house’ and the ‘snack 
shack.’ This venue, is indeed, all 
about families and winning foot 
ball games. 

“We have never had a problem, 
knock on wood,” says Harrison. 
“We look: at kids as they are 
coming into the game. We try to 
nip anything in the bud before it 
gets too far. If we sense some 
thing is happening we won't hes: 
itate to send a police officer, 
school official or a parent into 
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the stands and tell them to 
knock it off. If something was 
happening in the stands, guys 
like Jim Stewart (the WHS QB's 
dad) would say something. He 
has my cell phone number,” says 
with Harrison with a trace of 
authority laced with humor. 

One believes Harrison's behav- 
ioral call-to-arms, He wants no 
one to mess with his school’s 
Friday night football experi- 
ence. “It’s (bad behavior) some- 
thing that you always worry 
about. You're always talking to 
kids. When things run smoothly, 
it's because you are always tak- 
ing care of things that might go 
wrong ahead of time.” 

Harrison is not without a corps 
of people who not only like foot- 
ball, but want the school to ‘do- 
the-right-thing’ every time, with 
no built-in excuses along the 
way. Those people include 
Faculty Manager Kevin Welch, 
Wilmington High — School 
Principal Eric Tracy and his 
assistant principals Mike Nee 
and Deb Deacon 

And then there is Tewksbury’s 
version of an educational-athlet- 
ic Yoda- former school commit- 
teeman Ed Dick. He is a fixture 
at Saturday games in 
Tewksbury, and for good reason. 
The guy loves it 

“I love Saturday afternoon 
football. When I was at Lowell 
High School (1960) we played 
our games on Sunday after. 
noons, We had great crowds, and 
the games were played after 
church. That was our Sunday 
afternoon entertainment 
Friday night games have a ten- 
dency to get kids into trouble,” 
says Dick. “The coaches and the 
school advisors can only do so 
much. They can’t be expected to 
do in a couple of hours what the 
parents have all week to get 
done with their kids.” 

Dick, is a dad and a guy that 
has always shot from the hip 
when talking about how much 
he cares about Tewksbury. He 
rattled a few cages during his 12 
years (1992-2004) on the school 
committee, and now he sees 
what happened at Lincoln- 
Sudbury as another warning 
shot before something tragic 
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happens to some high school 
kid. 

“It's a unique situation in 
Tewksbury,” says Dick. “You 
might play one sport, but you 
are a part of all sports. They all 
try very hard to be good kids.” 

Dick is also a realist. There is 
this not-so-nice phenomenon 
called ‘helicopter parents’ The 
Wikipedia definition goes as fol 
lows: “An early 2ist century 
term for a parent who pays 
extremely close attention to his 
or her child’s experiences and 
problems, particularly at educa 
tional institutions. These par 
ents rush to prevent any harm 
or failure from befalling them 
and will not let them learn from 
their own mistakes, sometimes 
even contrary to the child’s 
wishes. They are so named 
because, like helicopters, they 
hover closely overhead, rarely 
out of reach, whether their chil 
dren need them or not. In 
Scandinavia, this phenomenon 
is known as ‘curling parenthood 
and describes parents who 
attempt to sweep all obstacles 
out of the paths of their chil- 
dren.” 

Well, we don’t live in 
Scandinavia, and maybe it's 
time to strike a safe and logical 
medium point between interfer 
ence and not doing enough 
That's why being a parent is one 
of life’s most challenging tasks. 
There will always be something 
to learn as a parent in under 
standing that new and difficylt 
road set for each generation of 
young people. 

“We can’t hover over our kids 
fotever,” offers Dick. “Kids have 
to learn to take responsibility 
for their actions at an earlier 
age. I was blessed that I always 
had a job where I could come 
and see practices and the 
games. My sons always knew 
that they had our support, but 
they also knew that they were 
going to get a kick in the but 
from dad if they screwed up

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Stewart leads Wildcats past Rams 
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Things could not have started 
off better for the Wildcats or 
worse for the Rams as Stewart 
Nick Danas opening kickoff at 
the 16 yard line and followed his 
wall of blocker up the middle of 
the field before racing to the 
left sideline, sprinting 
untouched to the end zone. 
Wilmington was flagged for a 
personal foul penalty after the 
play, but the score stood and 
the Wildcats had seized control 
right from the start, leading 7-0 
ifter Stewart's extra point kick. 

“He’s a pretty good player,” 
said an understated 
Wilmington coach Mike Barry. 
We put him on the kickoff 
return and it just opened up for 
him and he hit a home run. 
‘That's what he can do. It was 
too bad we got the penalty at 
the end of the play, but it was a 
great way to start the game” 

For the Rams, it was obvious- 
ly not the way they wanted to 
start the game. 

“That was a tough way to

Shawsheen was held to a three 
and out on their first posses- 
sion, but on the Wildcats next 
possession the Rams forced the 
first turnover of the game 
moments later when a 
Shawsheen defender forced a 
fumble and it landed in the 
arms of senior Kyle Jacques 
who returned it 15 yards to the 
Shawsheen 45 yard line. 

The Rams, however, were 
unable to convert the turnover, 
as the Wildcats defense, led by 
a sack by junior Denis Gingras 
held strong. It was another 
quarterback sack, this one by 
the combination of Eric Lunt 
and Chris Thibault, which led 
to the next Wildcats score, as 
Dean Moran pounced on the 
fumble after the sack, giving 
the Wildcats the ball at the 
Shawsheen 24. 

Eight plays later, senior 
Anthony Nihan scored on a one 
yard run to make the score 14-0 
with 8:48 left in the half. 

Shawsheen had a chance to 
take advantage of a turnover as 
well when Shaun Miller recov- 
ered a Wilmington fumble at 
midfield and returned it 43 
yards to the Wildcat seven yard 
line, but the Rams were unable 
to convert, with the drive end- 


ing on another sack by Gingras 
who seemed to be in the 
Shawsheen backfield all game. 

The entire Wilmington defen- 
sive line, in fact, dominated the 
game for the Wildcats. 

“Our biggest surprise all year 
has been our defensive line,” 
Barry said. “They have really 
shaped up. The coaches are 
really pleased with the front 
five.” 

When Shawsheen held 
Wilmington on their next pos- 
session, it looked as if the half 
would end with the Wildcats 
holding a 14-0 advantage, as 
Shawsheen appeared content to 
keep the ball on the ground and 
run the clock out. But with six 
seconds left in the half senior 
Nick Russo recovered a Ram 
fumble at the Shawsheen 36 
yard line and on the next play 
Stewart hit Scott Bonica for a 
touchdown pass, with Bonica 
hauling in the tipped ball at the 
two yard line and then fighting 
his way to the end zone as time 
expired for a 21-0 advantage. 

“That changed the game,” 
Barry said. “We just threw it 
up for grabs and he went up 
and made a play. That was 
huge because it put Shawsheen 
on their heels a little bit.” 

Costabile saw his Rams give 


up a touchdown on the last play 
of the first half for the second 
week in a row, with Arlington 
Catholic having converted a 17 
yard pass to end last week’s 
first half. This one was even 
tougher to take for Costabile, 
given the fact that his team had 
fumbled the ball away, and also 
had a chance to either inter- 
cept or at least knock the final 
pass down. 

“That was a killer,” Costabile 
said. “That was not the way we 
wanted to see the half end. I 
thought we had times where we 
were able to do things, but we 
shot ourselves in the foot a lit- 
tle” 

Wilmington would add one 
more score on probably their 
most impressive drive of the 
day, in the third quarter, when 
they moved 60 yards on 11 plays 
and capped their drive when 
Stewart connected with Mike 
Manganelli on a seven yard 
scoring pass to make it 27-0 
after the failed extra point. 

“We knew this would be a 
test,” Costabile said. “But you 
have to have challenges like 
this as a program.

After losing so many big 
pieces to last year’s league 
championship puzzle, it wasn’t 
known what the Wilmington 
High School boys soccer team 
had in store for this 2008 sea- 
son.

North Reading resident 
Marjorie McDermott is out 
to prove that surviving brain 
injury does not mean that a 
person can’t be useful by 
volunteering to mentor 
youth struggling with read- 
ing and mathematics. The 
journey for McDermott has 
been a long one over the last 
seven years since the mezzo- 
soprano and former teacher 
suffered a stroke and was 
placed into Tewksbury State 
Hospital for rehabilitation. 

She now lives in 
McLaughlin House, a com- 
munity style residence for 
brain injury survivors. One 
iron-clad rule of the house is 
that the residences must

take part in some sort of 
rehabilitation program. The 
stroke has taken the use of 
McDermott’s left side away 
from her and it has affected 
some of her long-term memo- 
ry and she could not find an 
advanced computer course 
she could adapt too. 

“I mentioned to my coun- 
selor that I would volunteer 
to help kids with reading or 
math,” McDermott recalled. 
“She knew of a program 
(through Mystic Valley Elder 
Services).” 

After waiting for several 
months for a match for her 


skills, McDermott was 
assigned to the Lincoln 
Elementary _— School in 


Malden. She started her pro- 
gram during the second 
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the magic of autumn! 
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semester of last year. 

In actuality several school 
systems were contacted 
before the Malden assign- 
ment came through. This was 
a surprise to McDermott who 
remembers when teachers 
would jump at the chance to 
have free help come in and 
take over some of the kids. 

Prior to her — stroke 
McDermott was working for 
the Lowell Model Cities pro- 
gram in several assignments 
One had her sorting through 
negatives that were found 
and developing them as part 
of a history project 

Another one had her as a 
part of a “swing team,” which 
consisted of a teacher and 
two interns that would travel 
to different schools to help 
mentor the children. 
McDermott had to go through 
special training to be part of 
this team and math was part 
of that training because she 
knew there had to be a better 
way to teach the subject 

“I always had trouble with 
math when I was that age,” 
McDermott recalled 

In the Malden program, 
McDermott is teaching read- 
ing and once again she has 
her own style that seems to 
be popular with the kids. The 
kids are sent to meet with her 
in the library at the school 
and she works with the 
librarian to help them find 
books that would interest that 
age group. 

“The librarian is terrific,” 
McDermott said. “The chil- 
dren get sent down with cer- 
tain basic readers, which 
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Marjorie McDermott is proof that surviving brain injury does not mean that a person can’t be use- 
ful. Marjorie suffered a stroke and had a long stay at Tewksbury Hospital for rehabilatation. She now 
lives in McLaughlin House, a community style residence for brain injury survivors 


they don’t like. 

“The first couple of weeks 
I gave them the run of the 
library and the librarian 
helped them find something 
they would be interested in; 
that was fun.” 

At the end of the semester, 
McDermott signed up to vol- 
unteer for a summer pro- 
gram but it was not held. She 
is on the list again this 
but does not expect to be 
called back to Malden until 
the second semester. 

McDermott believes that 
the teachers want to get to 
know the students a little bet 
ter in the first half of the 
school year. In the second 
half is when the special men- 
toring is done. 

However, that does not 
mean that McDermott is not 
busy. She has regained her 
confidence in singing enough 
to be a part of the North 
Reading Choral Society. 

With the help of her motor- 
ized wheelchair, McDermott 
is a part of the group from 
McLaughlin House who make 
the trek a few hundred feet to 
the nearby Dunkin Donuts for 
the coffee klatch. At the shop, 
the McLaughlin House resi- 
dents get together with some 
of the locals and talk about 
the different issues of the 
day. 

McDermott is also a mem- 
ber of the Supportive Living, 
Incorporated (SLI) Board of 
Directors. As such she has a 
say in how McLaughlin House 
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and the other two residences 
Warren House in Woburn 


and Douglas house — in 

Lexington - will be run 
Taking part in the commu 

nity is a part of the therapy 


each resident of a Supportive 
Living home must do.

Don Cheadle plays a great 
character in "Traitor," a look 
at the question of whether or 
not killing is ever justified. 

The movie gives audiences 
a glimpse into the lives of 
devout groups, and how their 
belief plays into conflicts both 
international and internal. 

Cheadle is Samir, who was 
born in Sudan and now is an 
undercover agent for the 
United States. Samir's father 
was killed by a bomb, and we 
never learn exactly who was 
at the root of his father's 
murder, 

Samir, who is a Muslim, 
also works alongside terror- 
ists as a jihadist. He quotes 
from the Koran, and obvious- 
ly is driven by religion. But 
the question remains: Is 
Samir a double agent? To 
which side is he really loyal? 

We meet his colleagues in 
the Middle East as well as his 
coworkers in Chicago and 
other parts of the world. He 
works closely with an FBI 
counter-terrorism group that 
includes Guy Pearce and 
Neal McDonough, who squab- 
ble about how the case should 
be handled; and a CIA agent 
played by Jeff Daniels who 
has a different perspective. 


The terrorist group with 
which Samir is aligned is 
skeptical about Samir's inten- 
tions, so he is forced to under- 
go beatings and brutal treat- 
ment in a prison so that his 
connections to the United 
Statesaren't revealed. 


Samir escapes from prison 

to train others in a bombing 
that takes several _ lives. 
Samir's bomb-making exper- 
tise and tactical know-how 
are crucial to the terrorists’ 
campaigns. 
Cheadle is well-cast in this 
role, a sort of thinking-per- 
son's espionage movie. . In 
addition, Said Tagmaoui is 
terrific as Samir's friend, 
Omar. This is a smart drama 
that echoes real-life head- 
lines with its situations and 
locations that take the audi- 
ence all over the globe.

“Gold plated shovels 
plunged into a carefully 
placed patch of soil as devel- 
opers, money lenders and 
town officials came together 
for the ground-breaking of 
the Lynnfield Commons luxu- 
ry apartment complex at 375 
Broadway,” _ notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.”

Bed Bugs 


The unwelcome travel companion 


Whether traveling for busi- 
ness or pleasure, many 
Americans take to the skies or 
hit the road for vacation during 
the summer months. In addi- 
tion to packing luggage and 
double-checking __ itineraries, 
travelers should learn how to 
prevent unwelcome surprises, 
like bed bugs from spoiling 
their trip or return home. 

Pest control leader Orkin, 
INc. has seen a rise in the num- 
ber of bed bugs cases over the 
past several years, treating 
infestations in 48 states to date, 
versus only 43 states in 2004 and 
35 states in 2003. Experts 
believe bed bugs return and 
prevalence in the u.S. are due 
to an increase in international 
travel and the change to more 
targeted pest control applica- 
tions. These factors combined 
with increased media coverage, 
have also heightened aware- 
ness of these blood-sucking 
pests among the general public. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
bed bugs are not a sanitation 
issue; they can be found in any 
hotel - luxury to inexpensive - 
and any home - big, small, 
clean or dirty - as well as dor- 
mitories and cruise ships. 

“Once a bed bug finds its 
way indoors, it can move from 
room to room by traveling on 
clothing and luggage or 
through pipes and vacuum 
cleaners,” said Frank Meek, 
board-certified, entomologist 
and technical director for 
Orkin, Inc. “This tendency to 
hitch-hike - as well as a bed 
bug’s ability to survive more 


than a year without a blood 
meal - make proper prevention 
and control steps even more 
important.” 

While bed bugs are not 
known to carry disease, these 
apple-seed-sized pests can 
leave behind itchy, bloody welts 
on the skin. 

Meek recommends travelers 
use the acronym S.L.E.E.P. to 
remember the common signs of 
a bed bug infestation and to 
help prevent these pests from 
becoming an unwelcome travel 
companion or souvenir. 

«Survey for signs of an infes- 
tation such as dark brown or 
red spots on sheefs. 

«Lift and look for all bed bug 
hiding spots, including the mat- 
tress, headboard and furniture. 
Bed bugs are nocturnal and 
tend to hide near their food 
source - you! 

*Elevate your belongings on 
a luggage rack away from the 
bed and wall, where bed bugs 
often hide behind headboards, 
picture frames and electrical 
outlet panels. 

*Examine your luggage 
while repacking and when you 
return home. Remember, bed 
bugs are only 3/16 of an inch 
and can easily fit in cracks and 
crevices. 

¢Professionals can treat 
these resilient pests, which are 
extremely difficult to kill and 
can survive extreme tempera- 
tures.
